Checker Version 3.0 

The Checker Version 3.0 application is a state-of the-art Windows based software program 
employing a logical and intuitive user-interface to check whether a sequence listing is in 
compliance with format and content rules. Checker Version 3.0 works for sequence listings 
generated for the original version of 37 CFR §§L821 - 11825 effective October-1, 1990 (old 
rules) and the revised version (new rules) effective July 1, 1998 as well as World Intellectual 
Property Organization (WIPO) Standard ST.25 . 

Checker Version 3.0 replaces the previous DOS-based version of Checker, and is Y2K- 
compliant. Checker allows public users to check sequence listings in Computer Readable form 
(CRF) before submitting them to the? United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTQ^^ 
Use of Checker prior to filing the sequence listing is expected to result in fewer errored sequence 
listings, thus saving time and money.
